MONG THE UNWANTED POs- 
sessions of the United States 
Government is a mountain of unsold 
cotton. The Government has bought 
it from the farmers at ‘high prices 
but cannot sell it in the world mar- 
ket, where prices are much lower. 
As a result, the huge cotton industry 
of the southern states, which largely 
supported them for some two cen- 
turies, is’ making rapid strides 
towards suicide. 


The extraordinary fact~is that-in 
the present year the United States 
will export about. half as much cotton 
as it exported in the depth of the 
great depression.

Since American cotton cannot be 
sold at its present prices, foreign 
producers have taken over _most_of 
the United States’ former markets.

Do Canadians Need a Guarantee of Common Rights?

Court of Canada‘in favor 
Jehovah's Witnesses touched an but left 
in doubt a major point of consNt 
law affecting a much broader field than 
that involved directly in the Wjtnesses’ 
appeal 

The closeness of the decision and the 
differing opinions even among the major 
itv of the judges produced a judgment 
which fails to settle the question of 
whether the right to practice one’s re 
ligion is a civil right, and hence under 
provincial jurisdiction, or a fundamental 
Hberty inherent in a person's status as 
a resident or citizen of Canada. The es 
se ‘tial problem raised. by the Witnesses’ 
appeal is therefore still open and must 
be decided at some future date as occa- 
sion demands ; 

FORBADE DISTRIBUTION 

The case of the Jehovah's Witnesses 
began in 1947 when Laurier Saurhur, a 
member of that sect, sought to quash a 
by-law of the City of Quebec. The by-law 
said in part: “It is forbidden‘to distribute 
in the streets of Quebec City any book 
pamphlet, booklet, cirewlar, tract what 
ever Without having previously obtained 
for so doing the written permission of 
the Chief of Police.” 

Saumur claimed that the practice of 
his religion entailed the distribution of 
printed matter in the streets, just as 
other denominations™ depended: ‘on ‘oral 
messages from their pulpits. The by-law 
thus prevented him from carrying out 
the form of worship enjoined by his sect.

If you like your hockey in book form and at the same 
time would like to relive the past with some of the stars of 
a by-gone era, we've got news for you. 


On the market at the present time is a publication of the 
nature mentioned above and one that should be recommenced 
to all lovers of hockey—be they fans or players.

Book” (McCelland and Stewart Limited, price $3.75).

‘VANCOUVER (CP)—Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett said Wednes- 
day night Social Credit will be 
the next government of Canada 
if the Brifish Columbia party 
keeps its principles high.

Nobel Prize for Medicine 


STOCKHOLM (AP) 
vard University scientist aid a 
German-born British professer 
jointly won the 1953 Nooei 
Prize for medicine and phy 
siology for their discovery of 
fundamental life mechanisms 
inside human cells, it 
nounced today. 

The honor went 
Albeert Lipmann 
of biochemistry at Harvard 
medical school, Camordge, 
Mass., and Dr. Hans Adolph
